Jay Rice, his wife 
and two of their six children hav e u ntil 
Fnday to mov e from their farm thrw miles 
west of there and find new liv ing q u arters 
Rice doesn’t want to mov e, bu t lu ck ran 
ou t on the 51-y ear-old Pettis Cou nty farmer 
this su mmer 
Rice was ou sti'd from his 7 51-acre farm 
this 
su mmer by 
the 
Pru dential Life 
Insu rance Co of Kansas City He cou ld 
only come u p with $11 .(KK) of the $18 ,000 he 
net'ded to make his mortgage pay ment 
"I don’t know where I’ll go.” Rice said 
"I rmght rent a hou se in town (Green 
Ridge) or bu y a hou se trailer Bu t right 
now, we don’t know where we’re going to 
mov e to ” 
Rice siiy s his plight is du e to three 
factors: a drou ght, bad timing on the 
Ru ssian wheat deal and lack of credit 
“There’s not really any one to blame They 
(Pru dential) art' mov ing me ou t of here 
according to the law ” 
Rice’s trou bles started two su mmers ago 
when ex cessiv e heat ru ined his corn crop 
A y ear later bbght stru ck his corn and he 
estimates he lost $14,000 This su mmer 
Rice pu t his entire acreage into wheat, 
hoping to at least pay the mortgages on his 
farm machinery and kind He du in’t make 
It 
One of the driest su mmers ev er in west- 
central Mi.ssou ri rt'du ced Rice’s wheat 
y ield to 24,000 bu shels He was hoping for 
abou t twu -e the amou nt 
On Ju ly 7 Rice sold his wheat at Kansas 
City for $141 a bu shel Shipping costs, 
howev er, were ten cents a bu shel, so he 
only piK'keted $31.000 for his efforts 
A 
day 
later agricu ltu re officials in 
Washington annou nced the three-q u arter 
bilUon 
dollar 
wheat 
agreement 
with 
Ru ssia A few weeks later pn<‘es began to 
soar Rice say s he cou ld hav e sav ed his 
farm had he sold at a later date 
On Sept 24 wheat was selling for $1 8 5 a 


bu shel at the MFA ex change in St'dalia At 
that price. Rice cou ld hav e made the 
additional money to keep his farm and 
machinery 
“ Why the hell didn t they tell the farmers 
abou t the deal?” Rice asked “My wheat at 
the same elev ator in Kan.sas (^ity today 
wou ld sell for $2 10 a bu shel I didn’t make 
any money off the deal The millers said 
they didn’t get any richer becau se of it. I 
gu ess the big operators got it all ” 
Rice needed at least $15,000 more to 
keep fu s farm and machinerv ’ 
Before 
planting this spnng. Rice went to a Lincoln

bank and got a $16,000 loan .After he paid 
back the loan from his wheat receipts ;plu s 
$500 interests, and other debts. Rice fou nd 
himself $8 ,000 short on his machinerv ’ 
pay ment and $7 ,000 short on his mortgage 
pay ment 
In Au gu st an implement dealer in Kansas 
City confiscated Rice’s machinery ', worth 
abou t $100,000 “ I paid him abou t $80,000 
for that eq u ipment I only had $20,000 left 
to pay . It ju st don’t seem right,” Rice said 
After losing fu s machinery '. Rice had

BELFAST (AP) — A.ssassins killed two 
more men early today after a lOO-pou nd 
bomb blasted two Roman Catholic tav erns, 
wou nding 30 persons, two seriou sly 
The body of one of the men was fou nd in 
an alley in the Lower Falls district of 
Belfast’s Catholic zone where the bar 
bombings occu rred 
Police said the man, aged abou t 25 and 
believ ed to be a Catholic, had been beaten 
and shot in the head 
The other body was fou nd ly ing in 
Protestant east Belfast 
The body was 
hooded and police said the man also had 
been shot in the head 
The slay ings raised Northern Ireland’s 
death toll from three y ears of v iolence 592 
— at least 7 5 of them v ictims of .sectanan 
assassinations sq u ads in the last three 
months. 
The bombing was blamed on Protestant 
ex tremists ou t for v engeance against Insh 
Repu blican Army su pporters 
Bu t some 
secu rity sou rces specu lated it may hav e 
been another IRA bomb that ex ploded pre­ 
matu rely 
The bomb ex phx led late Tu esday night 
ju st as the bars were crowded with persons 
bu y ing a last drink before closing. The 
bomb apparently was planted in a car 
parked ou tside the bars, which were only 
y ards apart 
Earlier Tu esday gu errillas 
u .sed 
the 
biggest bomb ev er ex ploded in Ulster to 
attack a nearly completed pohce .-.tation in 
Londonderry , the prov ince’. sprond city 
Three gu nmen hijacked a du mp tru ck, 
forced the dnv er to take them to the 
ou tskirts of the city where they hiaded 
aboard six su itcases, each containing 100 
pou nds of ex plosiv es, and drov e them ba< k 
to the police station 
Forty y ards from the station, all fou r 
ju mped clear and the tru ck ;sma;>h€ ‘d into 
the front gate The su itcases ex ploded 30 
minu tes later

about a month to scrap e up the $7 ,000 for 
his mortgage p ayment. He says his loan 
ap p hcations were turned down by the 
Farmers Home Administration, Federal 
Land 
Bank 
and 
Production 
Credit 
Association. He also tried to borrow money 
from bank s in Sedaha, Warrensburg and 
Lincoln 


"I can’t really blame the bank ers for not 
lending me the money. As dry as it was, 
they couldn’t tak e any chances They were 
hurt enough by the drought as it was My 
friends couldn’t help me out either They 
were hurt — most of them — just about as 
bad as me,” he said 


But Rice is angry with the F'HA He said 
he was at first told by the FHA Sedaha 
office that his farm was too large to be 
ehgible for a loan Then, a letter from an 
F"HA rep resentative in Washington stated 
that his farm was ehgible for a loan. He 
says when he p ointed this out to the Sedaha 
office, they agreed to have a board meeting 
to determine whether to give him a loan 
Rice says the board voted against the loan 


"I guess the trouble is that I dep ended 
too much on the government and the 
bank ers. I didn’t really want to dep end on 
either one as long as I didn’t need no help , 
but . . . ” 


Rice says what has hurt him more than 
anything is his sudden loss of credit 


“Since I’ve been here on this tarm (1946) 
I 
bought 
about 
$500,000 
worth 
of 
machinery I p aid for every bit of it, excep t 
that last $20,000 And now they all tell me 
my credit is no good he said 


Rice says sup p orters and aides of 
Presidential candidate George McGovern 
and Missoun Sen Stuart Symington have

McGovern sup p orters have visited his 
farm, he says 


Neither the Sedalia 
offices of the 
Farmers Home Administration or the

Glen 
Godsey, manager of the Federal Land 
Bank offic'e in SedaUa. says his organization 
refused Rice’s loan request because he did 
not have sufficient collateral 


“Everything he had was secured by 
somebody else The question was whether 
he could secure the p ayment with what he 
had,” Godsey says 


Rice flatly says somebody was out to get 
him “ I’ve been black balled across the 
United States I can’t get any credit I’m 51 
and been shot to p ieces How can you mak e 
any p lans without credit’’ ” 


Rice adrmls he was up to his ears in debt 
But to run a large-scale farm today, the 
farmer has to be deep in credit just to 
survive, he insists 


“The whole country is going to be in the 
same shap e I am unless p nc*es for the 
farmer go up You got to be a millionaire to 
go into farming today I don’t want to mak e 
a million, just a decent living Interest 
alone is eating you up Why it’s 14 p er cent 
for farm machinery I just don’t k now how 
I’m going to start up again " 


But, Rice says he will start again He’s 
got leased p rop erty south of Cole Camp 
w ith zinc on It He says he would lik e to 
mine the zinc, but since federal anti- 
p oUution standards went into effect a fevy 
years ago, all the area smelters have closed 
down 


Rice also has a bean crop due in a few 
week s on land he leases with his two sons 
also farmers He hop es to harvest the beans 
and then get enough money to buy some 
more wheat seed and try again next sp nng 
on rented land 


‘i don’t k now how the hell anyone can 
mak e any money farming in this country ,” 
Rice said, p redicting that next year will be 
even worse financially than 197 2 "But this 
IS all 1 k now how to do.” he said

Nixon today vetoed legislation increasing 
railroad retirement benefits by 20 p er 
cent, saying the measure would jeop ardize 
the 
fiscal 
integrity 
of 
the 
railroad 
retirement system and “ hasten its bank ­ 
rup tcy” 
Nixon suggested in his veto message to 
Congress that it enact a scaled down 
increase ap p lying to the p ortion of the 
railroad retirement benefits financed from 
Social Security. 
The legislation granting the 20 p er cent 
across the board increase to an estimated 
980.000 retired railroad work ers was not in 
bne with a study made by a commission 
formed in 197 0 to recommend ways to 
shore up the system, Nixon said 
The commission rep orted that existing 
railroad retirement benefits are adequate 
and a 20 p er cent increase “without ade­ 
quate financing would bank rup t the system 
in 13 years.” 
W'hite House p ress secretary Ronald L 
Ziegler said this was the 18 th bill Nixon has 
vetoed since he took office and the fourth 
veto this vear

FT SILL. Okla (AP)-The 
superintendent and principal of 
the Ft Sill Indian School were 
on “ administrative leave” to­ 
day in wake of a protest by a 
group of Indian militants who 
want them fired 
Area tribal leaders who are 
members of the Ft Sill Indian 
School Advisory Board took the 
action Tuesday after a closed- 
door meeting with some of the 
protesters and school officials 
The meeting came after the 
Indian 
militants, 
including 
more than 40 students, seized 
the 
school's 
administration 
building and held it for nearlv 
21 hours 
Duke Cooper J r . director of 
the Kiowa tribe, said E^rl 
Yeahquo, a Kiowa, will be act­ 
ing superintendent, replacing 
Jack B 
Williams until 
a 
thorough investigation has been 
conducted into the school situ­ 
ation" Yeahquo is with the Bu­ 
reau of Indian Affairs in Ana- 
darko 
Principal Robert Randolph 
was also placed on adminstra- 


tive leave Both Williams and 
Randolph, who are not Indians, 
were to remain on the payroll 
pending completion of the in­ 
vestigation 
Indian leaders and state and 
federal authorities converged 
on the school Tuesday after the 
administration 
building 
was 
seized the night before 
No violence was reported at 
the school in southwest Okla­ 
homa but Williams said there 
was some minor property dam­ 
age Four voung Indians were 
arrested bv school personnel, 
but were released by police 
Dist Atty Tom Wisener said 
no charges were filed, but said 
the investigation was contin­ 
uing 
The protesters main demand 
had been the dismissal of Wil­ 
liams and Randolph Students 
also objected to curfew rules at 
the school and to an ROTC pro­ 
gram scheduled to begin this 
fall 
School officials were not 
able to enter the barricaded ad­ 
ministration building until late 
Tuesdav Thev said thev found 


several windows broken, some 
doors forced open and debris 
scattered across a basement 
floor 
Carter Camp, a member of 
the American Indian Movement 
(AIM), 
said students would 
clean 
the building Tuesday 
night 
“ Our principal demand is 
thiit the supenntendent and his 
administration be relieved of 
duty and that a new adminis­ 
tration be instituted, responsive 
to the students, faculty and em­ 
ployes." said Camp, a member 
of the Ponca Tribe from Pawn­ 
ee 
Camp said students were un­ 
happy with the faculty because 
“ they’re all white" However.

EDITO RS N O TE—The people 
around Huron. S.D.. call him 
Dr Bob. He delivered many of

Eighty years old and still mak­ 
ing house calls, Robert Amos 
Buchanan, 
country 
doctor, 
stands like a 
bridge across 
three generations.

HURON. S.D (AF) - The 
short, bald, roundfaced man 
behind the wheel of the green 
Ford waves by habit to the long­ 
haired youngsters lolling in the 
soft shade of elm trees in the 
park 
Doc Buchanan can’t be sure 
at least one of them didn’t 
come into the world by his 
hand Out here you could build 
a nice-sized town with Doc Bu­ 
chanan’s babies 
In more than half a century 
of doctoring, Robert Amos Bu­ 
chanan 
figures 
he’s 
trained 
some 140,000 patients, delivered 
2,500 babies, 
more or less, 
wanted or unwanted, some to 
die before their time, most to 
survive the bittersweet struggle 
of living on the northern plains. 
“ Many more people know me 
than I know,’’ he says sitting at 
his

cluttered 
desk 
“ That’s because they’ve grown 
up and changed I knew them 
as children, and now they’re 
wearing long hair and beards

Dr 
Bob Buchanan tries to 
understand why they shun ma­ 
terial things.

Their attitude toward money is 
another thing that puzzles him 
He grew up when people

A small town responds to 
honesty with honesty, to good 
will with good will.

All the time Do«' Buchanan is 
talking about this, a baby is 
crying in the waiting room 
Babies have always been a 
large part of his concern Some 
were born out of wedlot k. un­

His wife Helen would look 
with consternation when he 
brought a new one home Do«' 
would begin a quiet search 
among his friends for prospec­ 
tive parents The name of the 
mother, the name of the par­

Soforis Info Darkest Africa Aren't 
The Experience They Used To Be

Tanzania (AP) - A disheveled 
group of tourists armed with 
cameras bounces across a thou­ 
sand miles of bush country in a 
“ cage-on-wheels. ” hunting big 
game. For two weeks, they have 
seen elephants, lions and gi­ 
raffes running free 
And the 
tourists have been the ones 
caged—in a cramped mini-bus. 
But as night falls, the travelers 
take hope. 
At 
6:30 
pm., 
their cage 
opens, and they find themselves 
at the entrance to a luxurious 
lodge in the wilderness They 
take a long, hot bath; drink a 
long, cold drink, and eat a lei­ 
surely dinner 
That’s safari, contemporarv 
style. 
It’s a far cry from the trek of 
the white hunter 
There's a modern tiled bath­ 
room and an inviting bed And 
sometimes 
there's 
one-hour 
laundry service for dust-cov­ 
ered safari clothes 
Some lodges overlook water­ 
ing holes and are designed so 
tourists can drink while watch­ 


ing water buffalo, waterbuck 
and elephants do the same. 
The night watchman at Tree- 
tops lodge in Kenya even an­ 
nounces the wildlife. He runs 
through the corridors banging 
on doors shouting “Elephant! 
Elephant' " or “ Rhino! Rhino!’’ 
depending on what has shown 
up for a 4 a.m. watering. 
The staff at Ngulia Safari 
Lodge in Kenya’s Tsavo Park 
is more discriminating. It has a 
prepared list of animals, and 
before retiring the safari-goers 
can check those they would like 
to be awakened to see. 
Some 
spots, 
though, have 
only 
tent 
camps—but 
even 
these are luxurious. Tents are 
equipped with electricity and 
there are separate mini-tents 
for private toilets and showers. 
Despite the luxuries, these 
safaris aren’t for late-sleepers 
and people prone to car sick­ 
ness. Out in the bush, the day 
begins early—sometimes at (S 
a.m. with a pre-dawn “ game 
run," when lions and other 
predators usually hunt their 
dinner. 
Then, it’s back to the lodge 
for a “small’’ breakfast: fresh 
pineapple, papaya and grape­ 


fruit, four kinds of juices, cold 
cereal, hot cereal, local fish, 
bacon or sausage and eggs, 
sweet rolls and coffee. 
About 9 a m., the mini-bus 
“ cage" door is locked and the 
safari is off. Within minutes, 
dust begins filtering through 
every crack, leaving travelers 
coughing and grimy. 


★ ★ ★ 
The 
bus 
bounces, 
almost 
rhythmically, from pothole to 
pothole. But for many these are 
small prices to pay to see flop­ 
py-eared elephants lumbering 
through the brush; lazy lions 
basking in the sun, almost hid­ 
den by high grass, yawning and 
licking their golden coats; a 
flock of light-footed Thompson’s 
gazelles leaping across an open 
field, their little black tails bob­ 
bing up and down. 
The tourists hope for prize- 
winning pictures; a lion stalk­ 
ing prey and glowering over his 
catch; 
a 
cheetah 
racing 
through the brush at 60 miles 
an hour, or a knock-down drag- 
out fight between an elephant 
and a water buffalo. 
One spot. Ngorongoro Crater, 
contains 
the 
greatest 
per­ 
manent concentration of wild­ 


life in Africa. Buses can usual­ 
ly approach lions and leopards 
without disturbing them. But 
elephants have been known to 
chase 
busloads 
of 
tourists. 
Rhinos and ostriches usually 
run the other way. 
For 
the 
hardy 
traveler, 
there’s a chance to climb the 
19,340-foot icecapped peaks of 
Mount 
Kilimanjaro. 
Africa’s 
highest mountain, or the lower- 
17,058 foot Mount Kenya. 


For the adventurous, there’s 
a chance to visit a fly-infested 
Masai village, home of the 
spear-carrying hunter. 
For the water iover, there’s a 
chance to take a boat up the 
Nile to Uganda s Murchison 
Falls. 
For the historian, there’s a 
chance to visit Olduvia Gorge, 
the cradle of civilization where 
Dr. and Mrs. L. S B. Leakey 
unearthed the oldest known 
species of man. 
And for the brave, there 
might be a chance to take a 2 
a.m. stroll outside a luxury 
lodge and show the elephants, 
rhinos and water buffalos at 
the watering hole that some­ 
times there aren’t any cages at 
all. 


Meeting With Prisoners of W ar 


Brings Unforgettable Experience 


(Editors Note: AP Special 
Uorrespondent Peter Arnett has 
ju.st returned from a visit to 
Hanoi, his first trip to the 
North Vietnamese capital after 
eight years of reporting from 
the battle and political fronts of 
South Vietnam In the following

within the hour and wing back 
to the United States 
Not these men One of them. 
Navw Cmdr 
Eugene Wilbur, 
from Columbia Cross Roads. 
Pa , had sat across that table a 
dozen times in the past tour 
and one halt years, watching 
faces of free men flit by as he 
waited tor his turn 
Wilbur and the six others 
were all U S pilots shot down 
over North Vietnam and held in 
prisoner of war camps 1 was 


with a delegation of tour Amer­ 
ican antiwar activists in Hanoi 
to escort home three pilots re­ 
leased by the North Vietna­ 
mese 
At the last moment of our 
ten-day visit we were sum­ 
moned to a (iovernment build­ 
ing in downtown Hanoi 
We 
were ushered into a long room 
and saw tables crowded with 
btH'r bottles and glasses 
A few seconds later they 
came in, seven men w'ith hands 
outstretched and faces beam­ 
ing They were more eager to 
sw* us than any other men I 
had ever met 
Two North Vietnamese offi­ 
cials sat in the room with us. 
Reporters and television cam­ 
eras flooded in for the first five 
minutes 
The affair was ob­ 
viously carefully orchestrated 
by the North Vietnamese, the 
pilots handpicked tor the meet­ 
ing 
But only a master impres- 
sano could have created the 
spontaneous burst of feeling 
tiuit had the pilots m bear hugs 
with their American visitors 
It IS known that most of the 
approximately 4(X) U.S pilots 
officially reported held in North 
Vietnamese prison camps don’t 
wish to meet with visiting jour­ 
nalists and U S antiwar activ­ 
ists Apparently they are tear­ 
ful of being labled as collabora­ 
tors 
The Pentagon, however, savs 


it will not hold pilots respon­ 
sible for statements made while 
in prison. And watching these 
seven 
men 
animatedly 
dis­ 
cussing their letters, and fami­ 
lies. and prison life. I felt it 
would take a hardened heart in­ 
deed to condemn them for com­ 
ing that day. 
The antiwar statements the 
seven made apparently were 
part of the scenario of the 
meetings, the price of admis­ 
sion. Some of the 12 American 
pilots released by the North 
Vietnamese over the years re­

America. Others didn’t. 
The antiwar rhetoric came 
thick and fast. Wilbur has met 
with other visiting groups and 
he repeated what he had said

“ Tell my wife and family you 
have seen me Tell her to use 
every facility to help you and 
the antiwar movement," he 
said “ Tell her I am working at 
this end” 
Lt Peter Callahan, from Bell- 
more. New York, said. " I don’t 
know how you can talk with mv 
wife without giving her mental 
anguish in choosing between 
the peace movement and the 
government If there is ever a 
group of men duped by the gov­ 
ernment. then here we sit ” 
Then there were the personal

Callahan said he was 
shot down on June 21 this year.

Maybe a whim of the North 
Vietnamese will pluck some of 
these men to freedom, like the 
three pilots who came back

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Correspondent Experienced Freedom Behind Line

Vietnam is the first foreign 
war where 
Americans 
have 
regularly gone behind enemy 
lines to see what is happening 
and to write about it Many had 
been to North Vietnam before 
me. but I was still not prepared 
for what I found 
Maybe this was because I 
had spent 
nearly ten years 
looking at the North from the 
vantage point of South Viet­ 
nam. My ten days visit was of­ 
ten unnerving 
I had to resist a compulsion 
to run whenever People’s Army 
soldiers came by in their baggy 
green uniforms, their Ho Chi 
Minh rubber tire sandals, their 
oversized pitch helmets embla­ 
zoned with the red star 
On the battlefields of South 
Vietnam these were the enemy 
As a reporter with the Allied 
forces, I was fair game for 
their bullets. 
Now 
behind the 
lines in 
Hanoi, 
these 
same 
soldiers 
walked by me with little more 
than a curious look as they 
humped 
their 
small 
canvas 
rucksacks behind them 
I had another compulsion 
while I was there with a dele­ 
gation 
of 
antiwar 
activists. 
That was to run away from the 
American 
war 
planes 
that 
sometimes wheeled high in the 
sky above 
Many a night 1 had sat in the 
ward rooms of Seventh Fleet 
carriers in the South China Sea, 


or balanced dnnks in the offi­ 
cers' clubs of U S. air bases in 
South Vietnam, and heard the 
pilots talking animatedly 
of 
their 
air 
attacks 
that 
day 
against the North. 
Now I was a visitor to the 
target area. At one point I 
travelled a slow-moving ferry 
across a river near Nam Dinh 
with its bridge destroyed and I 
started 
thinking about what 
would happen if U S aircraft 
came over and bombed us. I 
could visualize the bland an­ 
nouncement later that day at 
the military press briefing in 
Saigon; “ Targets tixiay includ­ 
ed strikes against a ferry north 
of Nam Dinh. Damage heavy 


The planes didn't come near, 
but I could see that the aware­ 
ness of their destructive poten­ 
tial was shared by my three 
travelling companions — Air 
Force Maj. Edward Elias and 
Navy Lts 
Mark Gartley and 
Norris Charles, prisoners of 
war just released by the North 
Vietnamese. 
As combat officers, they had 
been much more conditioned to 
viewing the North Vietnamese 
as enemies than I was. The 
first Vietnamese Gartley ever 
saw in his life was the farmer 
who captured him after he was 
shot down four years ago. 
Now they were guests of the 
enemy, comfortably riding old 
Russian 
sedans 
and 
sipping 
warm beer as the ruins of 
bombed 
railway sidings and 


factories slid by the windows. 
When children started cheering 
the pilots at hamlets along the 
way 
I 
felt that 
the North 
Vietnamese sense of forgive­ 
ness knew no bounds, until I 
d i s c o v e r e d that everyone 
thought 
we 
were 
Russian 
technicians. 
If the sense of forgiveness 
was naturally enough restrain­ 
ed. the sense of hospitality was 
not The food was sumptuous. 
Three-egg 
breakfasts 
served 
with Hanoi-canned pineapple 
juice, black bread and coffee 
from the highlands began each 
day. 
Three 
meat courses came 
each lunch. Dinner at night in 
the once-ornate but now faded 
dining room of the Hoa Binh 
Hotel was usually more of the 
same 
P'rench cuisine, or a 
Vietnamese banquet of a dozen 
courses. 
And this in a country that al­ 
lows each person only a little 
more than an ounce of meat a 
day 
It was this avalanche of food 
that seemed to finally convince 
the three pilots that they were 
free. 
“ I used to dream that when I 
got out I would eat meat until I 
was stuffed with it. That would 
be true freedom," said Gartley. 
He had an opportunity to do 
that every’ meal. And fc]lias. the 
only one of the three not met 
by a relative in Hanoi, notice­ 
ably relaxed as the week went 
by

groaned under quiche lorraine, 
sole amandine and crepes su- 
zette.

One of our inter­ 
preters, a pretty girl called 
Lien with long plaited tresses 
down to her waist, said she was 
22, but her facial bones were 
stretching her skin like that of 
an old woman Lien said she 
was practicing the three de­ 
lays: delay love, delay mar­ 
riage. delay babies. That is the 
slogan the North Vietnamese 
use to keep the female work 
force at full strength, and it 
seems to be working. Women 
were carrying rifles, digging 
mud to fill shell holes, working 
in the fields. 
We saw no miniskirts or lip­ 
stick on the street of Hanoi. 


The drama of travelling be­ 
hind 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
lines was paralleled by the un­ 
usual nature of the visit — es­ 
corting home the three pilots, 
the first to be released since 
1969. 
Add a mother and a wife to 
the party, stir in well-publicized 
Pentagon 
opposition 
to 
the 
whole venture, and the stuff of 
mystery and intrigue is made. 


Toward the end of the Hanoi 
stay it became apparent to me 
there were three 
forces at 
work. One was the pilots, anx­ 
ious to leave for home. The sec­ 
ond was the North Vietnamese 
government, also eager for us 
to depart because the world 
was beginning to wonder about 
the delay. The third and most 
important force was the escort 
delegation of antiwar activists 
who wanted to make the most 
of the affair for two reasons 
to get more prisoners out later, 
and to reinvigorate the antiwar 
movement in America 
For this reason the pilots did 
not fly out of Hanoi via Vie- 
tiane, Laos, the logical route A 
determined U.S 
Defense De­ 
partment could have whisked 
the pilots away from the escort 
group at the airport 


Instead, delicate negotiations 
were made to fly out via Pe­ 
king. When I filed a dispatch to 
that effect, my Hanoi guide- 
censor told me, "You can't 
write 
that

American 
planes will force you from the 


sky when they discover where 
you are going” 
I wrote it, and the planes left 
us alone. 
The Defense Department re­ 
vealed itself at Moscow Airport 
where a party of official Ameri­ 
can welcomers included a Maj 
Ronald F Walker who said he 
was the embassy docdor. 
The three pilots turned down 
the offer of a U.S. Air Force 
medical evacuation plane which 
was waiting at Copenhagen air­ 
port. Walker joined us for the 
ride home. At one point, he sat 
with me and praised both my 
professional abilities and per­ 
sonal character I was suitably 
flattered. 
But the major revealed his 
true nature later when he ap­ 
peared 
from the first class 
lounge an hour out of New 
York with the uniformed sol­ 
diers at his elbow Tempers at 
this point in the journey were 
hot. 
with 
the 
peace group 
claiming the Defen.se Depart­ 
ment was breaking its promise, 
and Walker insi.sting the pilots 
were under military’ jurisdic­ 
tion 
As I raised my camera. Wal­ 
ker turned on me, and flailing 
his arms he cried loudly. "No 
pictures!” 
I took the picture anyway In 
Hanoi if I had disobeyed such a 
command I would have had my 
film confiscated 
All Walker 
could do was glare 
I knew I was back in the 
West 


But he said all that would be 
kept sec'ret in advance 
In the 
musical Ciuys and Dolls' there 
was a fellow named Big Julie 
who used to play dice in his 
hat. " McGovern said

he rolled the dice, he was the 
only one who could see what

Schuck said he had sought 
access to the documents repeat 
edly since October 1971 and 
now intends to look them over
